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* USSR- -Berlin Air Corridors : The Soviet notes 
of 19 March protesting ’’illegal" flights by US and 
British airlines between West Berlin and West Euro- 
pean countries other than West Germany apparently 
are not intended to challenge existing regular West- 
ern air traffic to Berlin. 

The notes appear aimed at blocking international 
flights which do not make at least transit stops in the 
Federal Republic. This move reflects Moscow's con- 
cern to maintain intact its long-standing position that 
the Berlin air corridors were "made available" to the 
three Western powers solely for the purpose of sup- 
plying their occupation forces in West Berlin. 

The Russians feel that the extension of air serv- 
ice to Berlin from other countries in "Western Eu- 
rope, Africa, and America" will tend to undercut 
this pretense that Allied use of the corridors rests 
on occupation rights. Since 1958 Moscow has con- 
tended that these rights would be terminated by a 
separate peace treaty with East Germany. 

The warning conveyed by the Soviet notes that the 
Soviet representative in the Berlin Air Safety Center 
(BASC) will not guarantee the safety of "illegal" flights 
does not apply to long-established Western commer- 
cial traffic under what the notes term "existing inter- 
national agreements." Deputy Foreign Minister Sem- 
enov took a similar position last October when he told 
a US official that while "present" Western air traffic 
in the corridors should remain unchanged, "other 

countries" would not be permitted to establish service 
to Berlin. 

Moscow apparently intends to take the position 
that any new international flights to West Berlin that 
do not stop in West Germany must negotiate agree- 
ments with East German authorities. The Soviet 
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notes, which were sent at the "request" of the East 
German Government, stated that if US and British 
airlines wish to establish service between West Ber- 
lin and other countries, "they must establish appro- 
_priate contact with competent organs of the GDR,' ’
